THE commencement exercises 
of the State University, that have 
been held for the past two days, 
mark that institution as worthy 
the respect and confidence of the 
people of this State. The young 
men and women who graduated 
yesterday and the day before show 
a careful training and tutorship 
that cannot be found in an insti- 
tute not provided with a good fac- 
ulty. Nevada is and should be 
proud of her University, although 
it has been, we think, a little top- 
heavy with theory, and not founda- 
tion enough upon which to build 
the more praciieal side of the 
affairs of every day life, but it is 
fast assuming shape. All new in- 
stitutes of the kind gencrally have 
much to contend with, the Nevada 
State University being no excep- 
tion to the rule, but from the 
scholarship, as shown by the grad- 
uaies, their. work speaks louder 
than words for the excellency of 


iis foundation. The faculty have 
reason to feel proud of their work 
for so far as is indicated they have 
builded well, and if the people do 
not hear from some of the students 
who graduated yesterday the Ga- 
ZETTE Will be sadly disappoinved. 


SUPERINTENDENT Backus of the 
Gonod, Neb., Industrial school for 
Indian childred advises against 
putting Indian boys at work in 
the ficlds for fear of its political 
effect in the coming campaign. 
Persons who have lived on the 
frontier will appreciate the oppo- 
sition to Indian labor among labor- 
ing men. Yet the welfare of the 
race and the interests of humanity 
require that these boys should be 
taught to work and become civil- 
ized members of society. It may 
become necessary to scatter these 
words of the nation among civil- 
ized communities so that they will 
not arouse industrial opposition. 
It would also probably promote 
their progress, but would for 
awhile create strong opposition 
among Indian parents. That, 
however, would be a constantly 
decreasing feeling. 


THE best and surest way to pro- 
mote immigration to Nevada is to 
put the large tracts of land, which 
are now lying idle, ina condition 
to support settlers. This can only 
be done by bringing water to them. 
The success of irrigation enter- 
prises means a rapid increase in 
the population of the State, and 
water and land cannot be brought 
together without first forming 
your irrigation district and float- 
ing your bonds So let the more 
progressive and wide gauged men 
of the State take the matter in 
hand and push it to success as 
speedily as possible. 


THE Prohibitionists propose to

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A RUGGED OLD BELLNAY. 


For Twenty-Four Years Ho has 
Tolled the Funeral Bel. 


An Odd Character Who Is Well Inown 
to the Citizens of the Empire City 
and Surreundings—A Blizzard 
Reminiscence. 


No figure is more familiar to the 
undertakers of New York, Brooklyn, 
Jersey City and the towns for miles 
around than the short. steut form of 
Patrick Laffay,-whose duty it is to toll 
the ball as funeral processions are elt 
terine Greenwood cemetery. For near- 
ly a quarter of a century Patrick has 
performed this mournful task, and a 
more faithful bellman never tolled a 
bell. whether it be in the tower of a 
ecometery archway or m a modest 
‘hurch or stately cathedral. In twen- 
ty:four vears he has missed’ but a few 
days from his post of duty, and then 
only because of sickness or death in his 
own family 

A New York Sun reporter found the 
ro! bellman on a recent afternoon 
on duty under the arched gateway. It 

‘land: blustering, and Patrick's 
urd; frame was warmly bundled up. 
&- ‘reporter had hardly made known 
his when Patrick espied a 
funeral procession about to enter the 
fifth ar gateway. A few strides 
brought kim to the tower. He gave the 
rope xn pull arc the bronze bell an- 
nounced the arrival of another funeral 
train. Then he opened a little door and 
pressed a lever, thus setting in motion 
some machinery which would keep the 
bell tolling while the hearse and car- 
riages were winding up the snow-cov- 
ered slope leading to the archway. 
This machinery is automatic and will 
run until the bell has tolled eight times. 

This done, the bellman waited the 
approach of the funeral train, just as 
he had done thousands of times before. 
He had waited the -passage of modest 
processions, ‘where there were but one 
or two or three carriages besides the 
hearse, and he had waited the arrival 
of alimost endless corteges of seventy or 
eighty carriages.- People of every age 

. condition have in his day been car- 
~ to their last resting place from the 
humblest children to men of wealth, 
distinction and national fame, Ile has 
tolled the bell announcing the arrival 
of such distincuished dead as 8S. S. Cox, 
James Gordon Bennett, Maj.-Gen. Hal- 
leck, Gen. Thomas C. Dakin and Gordon 
W. Burnham. 

When a funeral procession reaches 
the entrance it is the bellman’s duty to 
announce at the office the name of the 
undertaker having it in charge. He 
rarely has to stop to inquire, for he 
knows nearly every undertaker in New 
York, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Hoboken, 
and also many on Staten Island and many 
of the towns on Long Island. It is only 
when a procession comes from some dis- 
tance that the bellman cannot call the 
undertaker by name. 

When the procession yesterday -had 
come near enough so that he could see 
the undertaker he strode into the office, 
and, addressing one of the clerks at the 
desk, said simply: 

‘*Henderson.’ 

“William Daly,” was the repty. 

That meant that William. Daly was 
the gravedigger who had charge of dig- 
ging the grave for the body that had 
now arrived. ‘The be!!man received the 
announcement, strode out of the office 
and then ran at a kindof wallowing 
gait for a hundred yards and calied out 
Daly’s name to Foreman Timothy Kane- 
flick of the gravediggers. Kaneflick 
spoke to Daly, and soon he in company 
with three other men armed with shov- 
els was following in the wake of the 
funeral procession, which was now 
winding slowly along Landscape av- 
enue. 

From this time on the bell was tolling 
most of the time foran hour. Proces- 
sion after procession wound up the 
snow-covered slope until it\seemed al- 
most as though they made an endless 
cortege In eéach case the undertaker's 
face was familiar to the bellman, and 
each time he went through the routine 
of announcing his name and summon- 
ing the gravedigger. 

Patrick is as uncommunicative as he 
is faithful. There is not a suggestion 
of romance in his makeup. So long as 
the funerals come and go according to 
rule, and the bell tolls and the grave- 
diggers go about their duty, he is sat- 
isfied. 

“I don’t have much time except to at- 
tend to the funerals,” he said. ‘I see 
them come and go, and that is about 
all I know about them.” 

The only thing he seemed to remem- 
ber that was at all out of the usual 
routine was the blizzard. ‘That wasa 
bad time, indeed,” he said. ‘It was the 
only day I know of when there wasn't 
so much as one funeral come into the 
cemetery. ._The snow was so deep that 
they couldn’t get here. The next day 
one came in andthe hearse got to the 
tomb, but the carriages had to stop just 
after they had got through the gate. | 
remember that time that the snow was 
two or three feet on the level and that 
it was piled up in drifts here and there 
ten or twelve feet high." 

**‘And you were here through it all?” 

“Oh, yes; trust me to be here. But it 
was a pretty tough time. And, to think 
of it, not a single funeral one whole 
day!”’

MR. NEWLANDS INTERVIEWED. 


What He Thinks of the Outiook for 
Nevada, its University and the 
Milver Question. 

“Well, how does the State look to 
you since your return from the busy 
east?’’ inquired a GAZETTE reporter of 
the Hon. Francis G. Newlands last 
evening. 

“TI think,” replied. Mr. Newlands, 
‘‘the State has seen its ‘worst davs. | 
believe it will steadily advance fron) 
this time. Our ranges are covered 
with grass, which for the first time in 
years has had a chance to go to seed. 
The ranges will be re-stocked -before 
long and more rational methods of 
raising cattle, involving less expense, 
will be adopted. Our valleys will be 
filled with alfalfa fields, and these wil] 
supplement the natural pastures and 
furnish more feed for raising stock.” 

‘What do you think is the most es- 
sential thing to the future prosper- 
ity of the State, Mr. Newlands?’’ 
asked the GAzeTTE Man. 

“The formation of irrigation dis- 
tricts on all the four rivers of the 
State, that is the Walker, Humboldt, 
Carson and Truckee, and the steady 
development of storage’”’ replied the 
speaker earnestly. 

‘But how about an over production 
of good things that Nevada’s prolific 
soil will raise when the State be- 
comes populous and the lands are put 
to a higher use?’’ 

‘You may put the lund to the 
highest possible use and then multiply 
its products by two and there 1s no 
danger of an over production.

‘*In a State so young as Nevada the 
education of its University should 
alwa:s have in view practical results 
in the way of.developing the State. 
I am glad to find there is a depart- 
ment of agriculture connected with 
the University, sustained by a liberal 
appropriation of $15,000 per annum 
by the general government. Con- 
nected with this department at pres- 
ent are two professors, one being a 
chemist in whose department comes 
the examination of soils, the other 
being in vw of the Experimental 
Station. Much good work is douht- 
less being done by both. 

‘*T would suggest as the utmost im- 
portance to this State that the chair 
of irrigation engineering should also 
be established, and that some man 
who unites thorough education in en- 
gineering with the practical knowledge 
of irrigation should be invited to its 
chair. There could be no better place 
for object lessons in this department 
than at Reno; and from this Uni- 
versity would go every year a number 
of young men who would have re- 
ceived practical as well as theoretical 
training in a matter of the greatest 
importance to the State. It is impos- 


sible to conceive how dense the ignor- 


ance upon this subject has been 
throughout this State, even in com- 
munities themselves practicing irriga- 
tion. Competent engineers who have 
come from other communities at my 
instance to make investigation here, 
declare that the work is exceedingly 
} crude, and that the waste of water is 
immense. There should be such a 
department of irrigation in this State 
as to insure the beneficial use of every 
drop of water that is diverted. 

*“*Is there any one you would recom- 
mend for that position ?”’ 

‘In making a selection of this chair, 
I would not think it advisable to go 
out of the.

They are invariably black, and a black 
wolf is a rarity in this part of the coun- 
try. Then they are not so large as the 
timber wolves, and do not. seem so 
active in their movements. They have 
never been known to howl or make 
much demonstration by barking. It is 
saidthat when discovered in some dense 
thicket they usually utter a kind of ter- 
rified bark and make off at great speed. 
They show no inclination to affiliate 
with the domestic-dogs, and. will fight 
them with great courage. They are of 
medium size, having rather small heads, 
with small pointed cars, slender limbs 
and long, bushy tails. In some respects 
they look as though they might be al- 
lied to the Esquimau dog, except that 
their hair is not so long andthe .nose 
not so small and fox-like. Then there 
is another peculiar feature -about these 
dogs. They carry their tails in a hori- 
zontal pagition like the fox, while the 
Lsquimau dog carries .his caudal ap- 
pendage in a short curve.

Odd Religians in Russia. 
Russia has of jate harbored more ec- 
centric and mysterious religious sects 


than any other country under the sun. 


One of these has for some months past 
created great perturbation. in the prov- 
ince of Vezin. ‘This new creed, the 
members of which are called “sharers,” 
or *‘shearers,” is extraordinary to an 
incredible extent. The inhabitants of 
all the villages in the province above 
mentioned discover in the morning, one 
after the other, that their fowls have 
been plucked of their feathers, their 
sheep shorn of their wool and the 
horses of their mains and tails, and 
that the feathers, wool and hair thus 
obtained have been burned as a sacri- 
fice to some unknown divinity. The 
peasants are terrified at the depreda- 
tions of the “shearers,” who are, they 
believe, inspired by an evil spirit, and 
complaints are being sent by them to 
the authorities. The delinquents, how- 
ever, are so careful to avoid detection 
‘hat up to this day it has been impos- 
sible to catch any of them in the act. 


She Sheds Her DBones- 

A woman seventy-one years of age, 
who has twice expoliated or shed many 
of the bones from her body, and had 
new and sound ones grow in their stead, 
has, through the mediumship of Dr. 
Bell, of Parrottsville, Tenn., set the 
Kast Tennessee Medical society guess- 
ing as to how and why she does it. She 
is Miss Sarah Lees, of Coney’s Branch, 
Tenn., and there,is abundent proof that 
she has shed and gives as souvenirs to 
friends one hundred pieces of bone. 
This expoliation, says the Philadelphia 
Record, marvelous as \it may seem, has 
included the shedding twice of Miss 
Lees’ entire jaw-bone, yet all the teeth 
but two in her new jaw are intact. 
During the last twenty-one years she 


the bones of the hand and forearm, arm 
and shoulder-blade, and this without 
leaving any deformity and without sup- 
puration and with entire consciousness 
of the change on the aged patient's 
part. Her health is good. 

A Blade of Grass. 

At a meeting of the Asiatic society of 
Bengal, at Calcutta, a piece of cable 
was exhibited, showing that the india- 
rubber covering had been pierced by a 
blade of grass.
